Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: During the interview, the rejections raised in the Office action mailed 
October 8, 2003, were discussed with regard to proposed claim amendments. The proposed claim amendments 
incorporated the limitations of claims 63-66 into the independent claims from which they depended. The incorporation 
of the claims clarified the relationship between the conductive mesh/conductive element, the mask, and the active 
regions formed by the openings in the mask. A suggestion was made to amend claim 1 to provide additional 
clarification of the active regions by including functional language. Specifically, after the phrase "the plurality of 
openings of the mask defines a plurality of active regions of the conductive mesh", adding the phrase "for uniformly 
processing the conductive material on the surface of the wafer" clarifies how the active regions function withinin the 
system and further distinguishes claim 1 over the prior art. The other independent claims already include functional 
language defining the operation of the active regions. 

The proposed amendments to the claims also overcome the 112, second paragraph rejections and the objections 
raised in the prior Office action. 

Claim 74 was discussed with regard to the 1 12, first paragraph rejection. Since the specification does not explicitly 
disclose that the system is capable of operating under the parameters required for electropolishing, an agreement was 
reached to replace "electropolishing" with "electroetching", which is supported by the original specification. 

A suggestion was also made to modify the language in claims 34, 35, 37, 38, 41, 42, 44 and 45 to rewrite the process 
limitations in terms of the structure that is adapted to perform those processes. Specifically, it was suggested to 
change "wherein said rate is [increased/decreased]" to -wherein said power source is adapted to [increase/decrease] 
said rate of conductive material deposition". 

The proposed amendments and the suggestions described above distinguish the instant claims over the prior art of 
record.
